imer, of Illinois, was given a clean 
bill of health today by the aub-com- 
mittoe. of tho senate committee on 
privileges and elections, which in- 
vestigated charges of a bribery marie 
In connection with his electioti to 
succeed Senator Hopkins. The report 
of the Investigation was made to the 
full committee on privileges and elec- 
tions, which 
then 
adjourned until' 


Tuesday to give the members oppor- 
tunity to study the evidence and the 
sub-committee report. 


Evidence that there was money 


passed between certain members 
of 


the Illinois le.eislature was not ignor- 
ed by the sub-committee, but It was 
declared tha.t. If the. votes of mem- 
bers charged either with receiving or 
paying money ,harl been eliminated 
Mr. IjOrlmer still could have had p.

RECIPES FOR AMATEUR COOKS. 


Calves' Foot Jelly. 


Before retiring is the bfst time for 


this work. 
The last anointing must 


remain on all night. In the morning 
the face should be wiped with a lotion 
of one-eighth glycerine, the (.*Or seven 
parts being rose'water. The wash is 
ntended to have just enough glycer- 
ine in it to prevent the astringent ac- 
tion of rose water. 


Several .correspondents have asked 


me recently,!" sweet nlmond oil in full 
strength is good for the skin. 
I con- 


sider it is not. although in combination 
with other ingredients It is valuable. 
Used by Itself it is too heavy. Bitter 
almond of} is to be regarded as a 
powerful agent, ns the smallest per- 
centage only is put into creams and 
lotions. 


Applied by itself 
It. would he an 


extreme irritant. 


Honey should be used more often 


than it is, for it Is bleaching and soft- 
ening. In conjunction with other ma- 
terials. Its thickness Is overcome. To 
make this, tnko. two ounces of pure 
honey, strained, one-half ounce each 
of glycerine and rectified spirits, one 
and one-half drachms ot pure citric 
acid and three drops of musk. 


Tho honW nnd glycerine nre. put 


into a china, cup and set Into hot water 
to mingle. The acid Is put Into the 


I calves' foot jelly by using the com- 
jmerein! gelatine instead of preparing 


I it directly from the feet. It lacks, tha 
nutritive value of the last named jelly, 
this Is used often in typhoid lever 
cases or in any other morbid condi- 
tions where the stomach will not retain 
other food. 
To make this' jelly get 


four 
calves' 
feet from the butcher, 


scald and clean them thoroughly. The 
feet must be fresh. 
Split and break 


the bones, place in a large kettle, cover 
With cold water (it will need about a 
gallon), bring slowly to boiling point 
and simmer gently for several hours 
until all the nutritious substance Has 
been extracted and the liquor reduced 
to about three pints. 


Strain, nnd when cold remove the 


fat which will form a scum or cake 
over the top. Return to a clean kettle, 
add one cupful sugar, a two Inch stick 
of cinnamon, the juice of two lemons, 
in inch blade of maca and the whites 
and shells of three eggs. 
Put over 


the nre and stir until hot, cook five 
minutes until a thick scum has formed. 
Skim, 
then 
add one pint of-wlne— 


sherry, port or Madei/a—and strain 
through a fine napkin Into cups Or a 
shallow dish. 
When ready to serve, 


turn out in a mold or break lightly 
with a fork. 


To make the calves' foot jelly from 


gelatine, which Is a quicker projess 
but not. so satisfactory so far as'"nu- 
trltive value goes, soak one package 
of the best, gelatine in a cupful of cold1 
water for half an hour. Then odd one 
pint 
boiling water in which the thin 


outer yellow of two lemons has been 
steeped, two cupfuls sugar and a pint 
and a half good wine, sherry or port. 
When cold, pour in fruit jars and seal. 
When needed for use, set the jar OH 
Ice until the jelly Is firm.

WHAT A PASS-BOOK REVEALED. 


A pass-book belonging to a poor man 


was picked up i" the streets of Toledo, 
Ohio, recently, in which an account 
was kept of the man's current expenses 
for himself and family. The items cov- 
ered a period of two weeks, and 
amounting in all to $10.60, of which 
$4.3~> wais for whisky, beer and drinks. 


From this it can readily be seen that 


if the man ate his share of the food 
provided, he and the rumseller got the 
greater part of his earnings. 
Of the 


sixty-nine entries on the book, thirty- 
two were for liquor, of which whisky 
took the load to the amount of $2.06 
then beer $1.55. nnd "drinks," 75 cents. 
To offset this, the family had in the 
same time $3.25 worth of flour. There 
were'no luxuries, and ,17 cents worth 
of herring constituted the "meat bill.

.Definition Is difficult.' This country 


•produced in its first century but one 
man>eminent for clear, accurate, con- 
cise definition of words. 
And in this 


respect our country was more for- 
tunate than any other. The wise men 
of France sought to publish a clear, 
accurate, concise encyclopedia of all 
knowledge. 
They 
submitted 
their 


definitions 'to experts in various de- 
partments. 
They submitted to the 


eminent naturalist Cuvier this defini- 
tion of the crab: 
"A small red fUh 


that walks backward." 
"Very good, 


very 'good, with slight exceptions," 
said Cuvier; "the crab is not small, 
is not red except when boiled. Is not 
a fish at all and never wallys back- 
ward." 


The more large, far reaching and 


enduring a subject, the more difficult 
its definition. It has so many phases 
that 
it 
cannot 
be 
defined in few 


words. 
Christ's coming touched the 


world at so many points, had to do 
with so many interests of men, that 
no one expression could convey all 'ts 
meaning. 
Hence we find Him giving 


several statments. not contradictory 
but complementary, of the purpose o: 
His coming. 
Speaking to a dying 


world with more diseases than can 
be written on the surface of the hu- 
man body, and with the average of 
life run clear down to twenty years. 
He said. "I am come that they might 
have life and have 
it 
in prodigal 


overflow." Speaking to a world with 
raise instincts and objects, not know- 
ing truth from error, deceiving and 
being deceived, he said, "To this end 
•was I born and for. this-came I into 
the world, to bear witness to the 
truth." 
To a world full of slaves 


and where all men were anxious to 
be served He said. "I came not to be 
ministered to' but to minister." To a 
world defiant of the will of God He 
said. "Lo. 1 come to do Thy will. O 
God." 
So large a life must have 


many definintions- 


Th« Largest Thing in the World. 
Ko of the .Gospel, the largest thing 


in the; world." No short definition can 
cover the case. Even Christ did not 
attempt to define the Gospel. There 
was in the mind of man no capacity 
to apprehend the vastness of the suo- 
ject. So . Christ 
contented HimseU 


with Illustration, 
with 
telling ritn 


what the kingdom of heaven was Ilk?. 
It is like good seed. 
To he more 


specific, it is like a grain of mustard 
seed: it is like leaven. 
All these 


figures 
are 
Illustrations of 
power. 


The good seed Is a.handful, a bagful, 
but by its own Inherent power it fill'* 
a field with waving grain. It Is the 
smallest of seeds, but it masters the 
power of .gravitation and chemical af- 
finity and appropriates earth and air 
till 
It 
Is 
a 
tree, with far-Hung 


fragrance and branches full of sing 
ing birds. It Is like leaven, but be- 
yond all conservation of forces it I* 


: nn Indefinite multiplication of forces 


till the whole Is leavened. 
Each Il- 


lustration teems and outbreaks wit' 
continuous 
Increasing

They fling that /maxlm of phlloso 
phers about the conservation of on 
ergy to the winds. They are exam- 
ples of self-multiplication of energy 
unwastlng 
and 
increasing

It 


spreads. 
Paul having been trained 


to an understanding of these figures 
of speoch by a personal experience 
of their vital meaning leaps to the 
nmazlng generalization and gives the 
definition in the text—the Gospel \s 
the power of God. Pause to notice- 
the force of the article "the." 
It is 


the teaching of the Bible and of sci- 
ence that nil power is of God. 
But 


Paul emphasizes this one as par ex- 
cellence the power of God. All pow- 
ers are serviceable, welcome, but this 
one specially so. 
If we have this 


power of God «we may 
do without 


most of all the others. 


Paul's Definition of the Gospel. 


Now a .definition to have any value 


must be in terms understandable by 
those'to whom It comes. The' defini- 
tion of evolution by its greatest ex- 
ponent. 
In terms ' of homogeneity, 


heterogeneity, differentiation, etc.. is 


. 
not understandable by one in a mil- 
lion of earth's inhabitants. Wiser is 
Paul 
He defines the Gospel by the 


one thing with which we are moat 
familiar 
He has taken lessons of the 


Master, who set lilies 
and 
clouds, 


shepherding, sweeping, prodigal sons 
seed-sowing,-every event of lowly and 
lofty life, to be His Bible and preach 
His word. 
Hence, Paul takes power, 


the 
most 
familiar and 
significant 


thins in the'universe, to define and 
explain his Gospel. 
We are sur- 


surrounded on every side, domed over 
and girt under with all sorts of pow- 
ers-gravitation that holds the world 
and worlds together, chemical affin- 
ity that binds two airs into water, 
so closely that nothing short of a 
stream 
of 
lightning 
can 
separate 


them 
the enormous power of vege- 


table growth that lifts the sequoia gi- 
ganlea of California over 300 feet !n 
oh- 
We have the power of steam 


that does more work in this countr; 
everv day than every man, woman 
and "child from the first effort to rise 
from their beds till they lie down f 
rest at night. We have the greates 
power of electricity that promises to 
supplant that oC steam,

finer powers that we have not yf 
learned to recognize, much less

handle.

In the Realm of Power. 


What I mean to teach and have you 


realize is this: 
That there is a realm 


of power for mind 
and

session, as realty as there is a realm

So is the power of the Gospel om-

power to save. I have been where I 
have needed over thirty languages '.o 
do my work.. and 1 find that the 
power of the Gospel brings into the 
glories of heaven on earth men out 
of every nation and kindred and tribe 
and tongue under the 
whole heaven. 


There have been national and

religions that would . not bear trans- 
planting from their native soil.

length one comes out of the infinite

The second general characteristic '.•> 


that all the forces of nature are ready 
to serve men. Away back in the be-

Niagara has 


hundered through the ages. 
Oravl- 


atlon has kept its ceaseless tension. 
Lightning has burst out with dazzling 
flashes and thunder trying to tell men 
of its waiting power.

other sufficient end of their bemi,-. 
Their

their swiftness, their 


omnipresence have no other 
reason 


for existence but to serve man.

Third. All these forces are always 


ready to serve any man. There is r.o 
caste in nature's forces.

Hence love bursts forth, the most trans- 
missible of powers. Love flows forth 
by every faculty. Tour speech Is con- 
fined to the tongue, 
recognition 
of 


! color and form to the eye. Every de- 


partment has its own faculty. 
But 


loye utilizes them all. It glows, in the 
eye. flows 
from the lip. makes the 


touch electric. And when distance In- 
tervenes between physical senses,. ab- 
sence makes the heart grow fonder, 
and it finds means of- communication. 
Paul Is in the dungeon In Rome, but 
by- prayer to the throne of God he 
sends his love and courage to the 
Ephesian church. If man's love is so 
communicable. 
much 
more 
God's. 


It not only makes his sun to rise on the 
evil and on the good, and sendeth the 
rain on the just and unjust, and make's 
every blessing of life an expression 
and medium-of His love, but He sends 
its 
precious joy and mighty power 


directly from His 
Heart 
to 
man's 


heart. 


This is a most prominent doctrine of 


the Scriptures and a most precious 
conclusion of experience. "If any man 
love Me he will keep My words and 
JTy Father will love him and We will 
come unto him and make Our abode 
with him." 
He that loveth Me shall 


be loved of My Father and I will love 
him and will manifest Myself to him." 


And Paul voices the experience of 


the Christian world and says. "When 
it pleased God to reveal His Son In 
me." He who can give eyesight to the 
blind, strength leaping In gladness to 
the poor cripple at the Beautiful Gate, 
and life to the dead Lazarus, can give 
love more strong, more full of life to 
the heart. The mighty emotions re- 
ceived at Pentecost 
were not 
self- 


evolved but poured out by the Holy 
Ghost. 
Thus we find that the Gospel 


is a verbal expression of a power for 
mind and heart, as really as gravita- 
tion Is for matter. It bca^g all the 
tests of other powers and carries all 
heir characteristics. 


Power «nd lt« Work. 


What has this power done? Think 


of Its beginning. What forces It had 
to oppose? 
It set self against the 


universal Idolatry of the world. This 
was Intrenched In politics. In social 
customs. In the interests of art, in the 
Ifc of business men. whose craft was 
in'danger, and In the superstitions of 
humanity. 
Christianity was 
driven 


out of the common speech ot men. To 
speak the name of Christ with rever- 
ence was to raise the cry 
"to 
the 


lions." 
So they were obliged to In- 


vent a new language unknown to their 
foes. 
They took the Initials of the 


Greek words. Jesug Christ. S'on of God, 
Savior, and found that they spelled 
tho Greek word for fish. Then n. man 
could ask a fellow If he caught any 
fish to-day, not meaning luring of the 
finnny tribes from the Tiber's depths, 
but had'he been a fisher of men. He 
could ask a fellow If he had partaken 
of fish today, 
meaning 
had he fed 


upon tho living brend that came from 
heaven. 
Thus he avoided betraying 


the cause.

An old English writer has spoken of 


the self-evidencing power oE the Bible. 
I have been reminded of this many 
times since 1 came to India. 
I have 


watched the' effect of Bible- lessons 
upon thoughtful and scholarly men. 
Several years ago I had a 
Hindu 


pundit who illustrates this. He was a 
fine Sanscrit scholar, and a thorough 
disciplinarian; hence he was much es- 
teemed by his pupils. We used "to open 
school with responsive readings from 
the Psalms and the Book oC Proverbs, 
I reading a verse, and the pundits and 
pupils togethertreading the next, and 
so on. It was truly affecting to see 
how these words of inspiration spoke 
to this man's heart. I have seen him 
powerfully moved at times by passages 
we were reading. 
He would stop !n 


the middle of a verse, his quick eye 
taking it all in. tears would fill his 
eyes, he would heave a deep sigl). then 
make a peculiar sound with his lips, 
such as natives oC India make when 
'strongly impressed or astonished. As 
he stood near me when we read the 
Scripture lessons. I often noticed this 
effect that God's Word was producing 
upon this man's heart. Several times 
after the lesson was clone and prayer 
offered up, lie spoke to some of 
us 


about certain 
passages, 
saying so 


heartily: "Very wonderful, very won- 
derful words, these." 
He is still a 


Brahmin outwardly, but I believe the 
living Word is doing Us work in his 
heart. 


Only yesterday there came another 


illustration of how the Word speaks to 
the heart. A Mohammedan friend, a 
line Persian scholar, chanced to call 
while T was teaching one of my Old 
Testament classes. 
He listened with 


profound attention, was pleased to find 
the young men so interested In their 
work, spoke a cheering word or two 
about the triumphs of Christianity in 
India: but what Interested me most 
•was the qulet^and sure way In which 
the truth of God's holy Word was ap- 
pealing to the man's heart. The les- 
son, the references, the 
proof-texts, 


the Illustrations—all were speaking to 
him. 
Suddenly, 
starting from his 


revery. he asked: "Do you know that 
Bible by heart?" 


"No: bjit I like to carry all I can of 


It In my heart." 


As never before, the blessed Bible Is 


speaking to the heart of India. 
As 


English education Increases, the de- 
mand for the' English Scriptures in- 
creases. The British and Foreign Bible 
society Is doing much for India, nnd Its 
work grows apace. The whole Bible 
can be bought now for four annas, or 
ten cents, and the Now Testament far 
an anna. This Christian literature— 
the Bible nnd bonks about the Bible— 
Is n mighty lever lifting society out of 
the darkness of centuries Into the light 
of truth. Every well-wisher 
of 
the 


race will pray for the conquests of the 
Bible in India. This wonderful bonk. 
In scores of languages. Is now speak- 
ing to the hearts of these wakcnln* 
millions.

The Transmission of Power. 


Fifth 
I notice but one more gen- 


ral characteristic 
of powers.. They 


re all transferable or communicable 
rom place to place, from mind to 
lind. from heart to heart. I once ap- 
proached a high bluff 
in 
Montana. 


There stood a great factory, but no 


i~n of power. 
No tall smokestack 


with its black plume signifying steam; 
no wheels uplifted to the journeying 
wind. 
But on approaching the bank 


' gazed far down on the great falls 
vhere more power runs to waste than 
at Niagara. 
Down there 
gravitation 


vas nt work and up on the bluff was 
he transmitted power. Niagara works 
n Albany, 365 miles away, as readily 
as at the Falls themselves. 
I speak 


here and the mobile air transmits my 
thought to you yonder. Emotions are 
is transmissible as mechanical pow- 
TS or thoughts. One brave officer im- 
parts his dauntless courage to all his 
•nen, till they rush into the imminent 
deadly breach reckless- of life. 


Some years ago there was a fire in 


canal street. New York. 
Suddenly a 


voung Birl appeared 
at 
the 
third- 


story window and shrieked for help. 
The Ions ladder was quickly heaved 
aloft, and up ran -a courageous heart 
for rescue. 
But when be reached the 


second story, a great belch of fire and 
smoke burst out of the window and 
poured through the ladder. The brave 
fireman cowered under that canopy of 
death arid seemed about to comn down. 
But tho captain cried out to the crowd, 
"Lift him. boys, lift him!" and a great 
cheer broke out of thousands of hearts 
that lifted the man above his fears 
and' through the belching fire. The 
stream of water was turned on the 
window nnd the man soon brought 
the girl safely down. 


Love, the Greatest Power of All. 
No David ever met Jonathan in the 


wilderness without having his hands 
strengthened in God. 
So this power 


for mind nnd heart,, greatest of a'l 
powers, Is communicable. 


It. Is God's nature to manifest Itself. 


In the beginning God said, "Let there 
be light," let there b« land and seas 
and grass and animal life and man. 
Having gone so far there was no rea- | 
son to stop. 
Let Him perfect an(J 


blned In deadly hnto and murderous 
execution, the new religion spread. 
How could It spread In the face of auch 
opposition'? Because It was the power 
of God and was only opposed by the 
combined powers of men. 


Recall a few practical applications. 


"Ho glveth power to the faint, and to 
him that hath no might He Increaseth 
strength." 
"Walt on the Lord and re- 


new your strength." "Com* unto Me, 
all ye that are weary and heavy laden, 
and" I will rest you" (the Greek). We 
as well as Israel may sing the Song 
of Ascents: 
"I will lift up mine eyes 


unto the mountains. 
From whence 


cometh my help? 
My help 
cometh 


from the Lord who made such heavens 
nnd earth." We as well as Paul may 
say, "Having obtained the help that Is 
from God. I stand unto this day." 
We 


may ask the Holy Spirit to lead ua Into 
all sorts of truth. We may realize that 
the Lord bindeth up the broken-heart- 
ed. He forgiveth iniquity, transgres- 
sion and sins and wants us to know It 
as clearly as when he said to the sick 
of the palsy or the sinful woman at 
His feet, "Thy sins are forgiven thee." 
We as well as Paul may say, "The love 
of God hath been poured out through- 
out our hearts by • the .Holy Spirit, 
which, was given unto us." There Is 
power for mind and heart as really 
as there Is power for realms of mat- 
ter — everywhere 
present, 
sufficient, 


accessible, transmissible.

FELLOWSHIP WITH CHRIST. 


There Is.no former and fashioner of 


character like 
to the 
Lord 
Jesus. 


There is no mold of beauty and excel- 
lence into which the spirit of a man 
can flow comparable to the vninrd which 
was in Christ Jesus. 
There 
Is no 


school for the education of man in pa- 
tience, in truth. In boldness, and in all 
virtues like unto his disciple 
hand. 


There Is no predominating 
influence 


which will make men true and wise 
and spiritual and faithful like the in- 
fluence 
of 
fellowship 
with 
Christ. 


There is no formative period In which 
men may be enriched wjth nobleness 
and grace of character like hours spent 
In his presence: those bear the bloom 
and In time the fruit of Christ-Jike- 
ness; of whom it can be said. "They are 
'wont to be with Jesus;" "Strength and 
beauty are In-his santuary."- 


Fellowship with Christ is the power 


that makes men Christ-like. Yet this 
Is not a grace to give to some Vmt de- 
nied to others, as a^seulptor is limited 
by the shape and velnlng of the block 
on which he is working.' The two men, 
St Pctef and St. John, .with so much 
that was dlffeVent and even opposite 
in their natures, are yet found bearing 
the unmistakable lineaments of the 
Master.

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FINDING THE 
WAY. 


Amonjc the Red Indian Scouts, the 


man who was good at Ondlng his way 
in a strange country was termed a 
"Pathfinder," which was with them 
a name of great honor, 
because a. 


scout who cannot find his way is cf 
very little use. 


Many a "tenderfoot" has got lost in 


the forest and has never been seen 
again, through not having learned a 
l!ttle scouting, or what is called "eye 
lor the country." when a boy. 


When tramping alone through the 


forests or even in towns or cities do 
not become careless in noticing what 
direction you are moving in, notice all 
land marks for finding your way; that 
is, notice 
any 
hills 
or prominent 


towers, curious trees, rcoks, bridges 
and so on; any points, in fact, by 
which you could find your way back 


• again, or by which you could instruct 
anyone to go the same line which you 
have gone. 
It is wonderfully easy 


when you have practiced it a little. 
yet m^ny people get lost when they 
have turned a few corners in a town. 


The way to find which way the 


•wind is blowing, if there is only very 
light air. is to throw up little bits of 
dry grass, or to hold up light dust and 
let it tali, or to suck your thumb 
and wet it all around and let the 
•wind blow on It, and the cold side of 
St will tell you which way the wind 
Is blowing. 


"Don't speak to the man at the 


wheel!" is the sign you will read »a 
our larg_e vessels, and this same sign 
applies to the scout that Is leading 
a party, you will lind him a very 
silent person and he does not care to 
engage in conversation as his atten- 
tion is fixed on the work In hand.

The 
line given by that pencil will be the 
true south anil north line. 


The stars.—The stars nppear to cir- 


cle over us during the nlsrht, which Is 
really 
due 
to 
our 
earth 
turning: 


around under them-. 


There arc 
various 
groups which 


have got names given to them be- 
cause they seem to make som« kjnd 
of pictures or "sky signs" of men, or 
animals. 


The "plough" Is 
an 
easy one to 


find, being shaped something like a 
plough, and Is the most useful one for 
the scout to know, 
because In the 


northern part of the world It shows 
him exactly where the north is. The 
plough Is called -the "Great Bear" and 
the four stars in the curve make its 
tail. It Is the only bear I know of 
that wears a long tail. 


The two stars in the plough called 


the "pointers," point out -where .the 
north or pole star is. 
All stars and 


constellations move round, as I have 
said, during the night, but the pole 
tar remains fixed in the north, 
-ifesaving and First Aid to tha In- 


jured—First L«««on. 


In endeavoring to rescue a person 


from a burning building, keep your 
nose and mouth well covered with a 
wet handkerchief, and get your head 
as close to the floor as possible; har- 
ness yourself to him by means of 
cords or sheets and drag him out of 
the room or to the window, crawling 
on all fours. If you find him with his 
clothe* on fire, throw him flat on tha 
floor and roll him in a rug or blanket, 
using care in doing BO that you do not 
catch fire yourself. 
The reason for 


doing this is that fire cannot bum 
wher« It has no air. Act quickly, to 
avoid being overcome yourself and 
aiter getting the person to the opan 
air, loosen all his clothing about his 
neck and Chest, dash cold water in 
Ills face and 
apply 
burnt feathers 


under his nose if they are to be had 
If you find he Is no long*r breathing 
treat him";the same as you would a 
drowned person and try and work 
back the breath in his body. 


Burns—In treating a man who has 


been burnt, remove his clothes, not 
by 
peeling them oft, but by cutting 


them with a sharp knife or scissors. 
If any part of tha dress sticks to the 
skin from having been burnt there, 
do not tear it away, 
but 
cut 
tho 


cloth around it, then a» quickly as 
possible protect the burnt parts from 
the air, which 
caused intense pain. 


Tlie best way to protect them Is by 
dusting them w|th powdered chalk or 
flour, or by laying strips of lint well 
soaked In sweet oil or linseed oil. 
Keep the patient warm and give him 
warm drinks, such as hot tea, hot 
milk or spirits and water. 


If you have none of the aforesaid 


remedies at hand to stop the pain c> 
a burn, put a piece ot paper firmly 
over the wound and the pain will 
cease !n a. few minutes. \ 


How to Carry a Patl«nt. 


To carry single handed an uncon- 


scious person—Turn patient on his 
face. Raise him into a kneeling pos- 
ture. Kneel and place yourself across 
and under him. BO that lilt stomach 
r«sts on your right shoulder. 
Pas* 


your right arm between Ills legs and 
behind his right thigh. 
With your 


left arm draw his right hand for- 
ward under your left and grasp tho 
wrist with your 
right 
hand, then 


ral«e yourself to an erect position.

That Cold Room 


on the side of the house where 
winter blasts strike hardest always 
has a lower temperature than toe 
rest of the house. There are times 
when it is necessary to raise the 
temperature quickly or to keep the 
temperature up for a long period. 
That can't be done by the regular 
method of heating without great 
trouble and overheating the rest of 
the house. 
The only reliable 


method of heating such a room

Limb is Broken. 


There is generally a swelling and 


pain about the place where the bon« 
is broken, und sometimes the limh :s 
bent In an unnatural way and the 
patient cannot use it. 
The broken 


limb should not be moved a.bout at 
nil, but should be kept straightened 
and 
hound 
to something stlffi that 


will keep It stiff and straight while 
the patient is being moved to the 
hospital or his homo. 


Splints—The stiff thing that you tie 


to the patient's 
limb 
is 
called a 


splint. 
This may 
l>e anything such 


as a wooden 
batten, scout's 
staff, 


tightly rolled newspaper, etc. 


Splints should be long enough to «o 


beyond the joints above and below the 
break. 
You should put a splint .in 


each side of the limb, if possible. 


Th«fi bind the splints firmly from 


end to 
end 
with 
handkerchiefs or 


strips of cloth, but not so tightly ys 
to stop the blood circulating or ro 
press into the swelling.

and is faint and unable to walk, car- 
ry him in the manner above stated; 
if he has broken a leg and cannot 
walk and there is more than ona of 
you with him, ma.ke a. litter out

New York hi War. 


In the summer of 1909 the United States govern- 


ment threw some 15,000 young men of various States 
Into two heterogeneous masses for the attack and de- 
fence of Boston. On the surface they were tbe citizen 
soldiery of four States and the District of Columbia, 
all armed, equipped, directed and trained exactly 
alike, under the unifying process of the modern- or- 
ganized militia. 
At heart they were young men'of 


every class, from banker to hostler, each represeuta- , 
tive of the State from which he came. 


For eight days these young men on both sides of the 


mimic war marched, fought, lived and, as tbe issue 
proved, suffered together. Aud to a close observer 
there evolved one of tbe most Interesting points on 
this very question which is being discussed. 


Inside of a day the men of New Jersey, Connecticut 


and the District of Columbia were fraternizing to- 
gether like brothers. The minute peace was declared 
they were over the line exchanging tobacco and can- 
teen drinks with the "enemy" from Massachusetts. 


And, alone in all this feasting and rejoicing, stood 


the camps of the New York city battalions, as closely 
marked as if they were hostile, In dignified aloofness 
from nil the others. Lean, gaunt Yankees from Con- 
necticut, jovial trooper^ from New Jersey and even 
grinning negroes from the District of Columbia were 
hailing each other in the streets of Hanover Four 
Corners like brothers in arms, passing In and out of 
one another's cnmps, exchanging tokens of the cam- 
paign, while behind the picket lines of the New York- 
ers tbe city soldiers stared and glared in strange 
aloofness, and no Yank or bean eater ever unbidden 
crossed the line. 


An officer of those days says that in the week's 


campaign he made firm friends with men from every 
other State, but not once did he speak to n New 
Yorker except on a single occasion when lie had busi- 
ness at the camp of a New York battery and nsk^ed 
his way, to be met by exactly that same suspicious 
stare that the provincial pets when he asks his way 
In the streets of New York. 


The New York regiments were perfect, models of 


neatness and discipline, I heir offlrers were the best 
looking In the streets of tbe, towns, but at admiration 
all intercourse stopped. On the second day out there 


end is a great trip for the provincial, and. on that very 
day when the New Yorkers are pouring out the pro- 
vincials are pouring in. 'Let the visitor be a man o* 
well to do circumstances, a man of culture aud educa- 
tion, possibly familiar with Paris and the cities ot 
Europe, but yet a stranger in his own city of New 
York. 


Mr. Provincial's Experiences. 


He arrives with a . recommendation of a hotel, 


given him by some friend who has added exact di- 
rections for getting there, has possibly drawn a little 
map on the back of an envelope. ' At the very station 
the fear of the city begins to creep over him. Oilier 
passengers are tearing in a great rush for tbe 
gates; every one seems to know just wbere to go 
except himself: and anally, in the blankness of de- 
spair, he throws the map to the winds and drops Into 
tbe clutches ot the nearest cabman, the great maze 
of tbe city, which had seemed so simple on the map, 
"becoming <v hopeless jungle to him. 0f course he 
neglects to go to the station cab office and hires-a 


stincts, but the best authorities do not advise this. It 
savors too much of despair. 


At dinner the world will become rosy once more, for 


"breathes there a man with soul so dead," &c. • The 
first thing to strike the visitor will be the music ia 
the dining room, and under its subtle strains he will 
realise without fail that he was made for city life 
and win wonder why he does not come to New .York 
every week or two. 


The men and women in evening clothes and the 


marvellous beauty of some of the red cheeks will also 
strike him, and be will wonder what is "going on" 
that night. The only flaw In his cup of bliss will be 
the gnawing perplexity as to whether he ought to tip 
the waiter before or after he is .served. He has heard 
so much about the evils of the tipping system that It 
will be a distinct surprise when the bead waiter fails 
to grab him by the throat as he leaves the room and 
-lemand a dollar bill. Being a well meaning provincial 
he will probably give the waiter the largest tip be has 
received that evening and will be quite surprised at 
the creature's open gratitude.

From the present' point of 
view it is tbe most unfortunate thing that he could do, 
for, though they bad but n bowing acquaintance nt 
home, they would fall on each other's necks and the 
whole fruits of an evening's training would be lost. 
For when 'two people from Homeville fall\together 
the nt.mosphere ceases to be New York and for nil 
practical purposes they might as well be back on the 
corner of Main street and Homeville square.

HERE will I get my silver? is one 
of the first questions asked by the 
beginner. This can be bought at * 


shop where metal workers' tools nre sold. 
and it comes already rolled, for tie con- 
venience of the worker, in about thirty 
different gauges or thicknesses. 


Ttcsc vary from that of ordinary writ- 
ng paper to the thickest cardboard. For 
ird ins ry. work, such as bonbon boxes and 
small bowls; a 22 gauge is best.

changes its price with the fluctuations of 
the market. .Tust now it is about ninety 
cents an ounce, while copper used for 
arge howls, jardinieres and decorative 
plates is sold .it something like twenty- 
five cents a pound. 


To work with there must be a set. of 


files, round, flat and square: several small 
land chisels, a draw plate, pliers, snari- 
ng iron, several stakes to hammer th* 
metal over and binding wire for tying 
the work together when soldered. A said 
bag, wooden block and pitch block, on 
which to place the metal while working 
on it, are indispensable, and borax crys- 
tals to form a flux in soldering.

With care nnd patience there is BO rea- 


son why a good piece of work should not 
b« turned out at the first trial. If a girl 
wishes to get grounded in the principles 
of metal working there are schools where 
she can do this, though, as one expert 
says, it is by thinking and trying, not by 
being shown, that one learns to produce 
anything valuable. If n girl is contented 
to begin by doing the simple things well 
she will really need no teaching what- 
ever. As in design a. complicated pattern 
is only the repetition of n simple motif, 
so in the actual fundamentals tbe simple 
things thoroughly weii learned give one 
the knowledge by which the moro elab- 
orate are accomplished.

is literally the truth. Mother, father, aunts. 


uncles, and even more distant relatives had adopted 
the cause long before I came into their sphere of 
action. My two brothers equally with me listened to 
and imbibed the doctrine of the vote for women, and, 
as a matter of course, we three became suffragists. 


Despite this fa'cT we were on thc whole a conser- 


vative family. We were suffragists with the "gist." 
as it is accepted in popular parlance, accented—that is, 
we believed in votes fnr women as a matter of jus- 
tice in consideration of woman's place in the com- 
munity and her usefulness to society. 


About the results of thc vote when placed in the 


hands of women we troubled but little. There was 
time enough when the vote was placed to consider 
that We believed this, I say. until I was twenty-one. 
On that day my father presented me. with a twinkle 
in his eye, with a latch key. duplicates of which my 
two brothers had received some years before, upon 
their twenty-first birthdays, and with thc acquisition 
of the latch key came certain other changes. 


As my mother's health was failing. I was asked 


to consider the position of housekeeper at a gener- 
ous salary, far better, I knew, than I could manage 
to get m tne outside world. T accepted the position 
at once, and then, as became the incumbent of so im- 
portant a position, I began to regard myself as a 
woman grown, ready to take a part also in the affairs 
of the world at large. 


One of the first things I did was to join the local 


branch of the suffrage society. My family seemed 
rather pleased at this.

Now we began the descent of a long, dry gorge,

When I came up 
the men and animals who had preceded me were 
grouped about a fine pool, fifty feet In diameter, in the 
bed of the gorge, fed by some spring under the 
rocks. A few minutes' work with a pick served to 
open up the hidden duct, and we had water in abun- 
dance, as cool and sweet as any Berkshire spring. 


Deserters Speed Away. 


When we had made camp aud the sun was up TollI- 


ver and I were taking our first comfortable smoke in 
days, when one of -the black men came up, saluted 
and said:— 


"Three boy, three camel go 'way." 
It wns the truth. Three Nedjedans had deserted 


In the darkness, nnd though I questioned every ono 
of their tribesmen nnd Tolllver and I pondered the 
matter over carefully we could come to no explana- 
tion of it. If only one had been missing I would 
have thought that he had lagged, and gone over a 
cliff in the Darkness, but the number missing made 
the disappearance purposeful and perhaps ominous. 


We were now within strlking/listance ot our ob- 


jective point, and, for that matter, might be in rich 
ground even then. Satisfying ourselves that all was 
quiet and leaving the Abyssinians on guard we pro- 
ceeded down the gorge, nnd Tolliver panned several 
high bars, finding gold In every one, but not In the 
quantities we had anticipated. There was no trace 
of turquoises, nnd the formation around us was • cer- 
tainly very different from thnt surrounding the .Persian 


cliffs. On the north side were the fresh tracks of a 
large party of Bedouins and the boy was sure from 
the cazscl spoor and other signs that they were ma- 
rauding Nedjedans.

The second night after the reconnaissance Tolliver 


wakened me at one and I took up the watch, we hav- 
ing divided the twenty-four hours into four even 
watches, breaking at one • o'clock and seven o'clock 
night and day.

The whole gap began to 
blaze with flashes as they replied, nnd from the camp 
came the cackle of the guns of Tolllver and'our wak- 
ened men. I, being squarely between the two bodies, 
was-ln a most dangerous position. 


The air seemed to be allvo with bullets and slugs, 


ami ceasing fire I ran south to got out of the line, turn- 
ing In time to see a large body of mounted men emerge 
from the mouth of the gorge and bear down on the 


camp, and suddenly as I drew near I saw that a bodj 
of our men was leaving the shelter of the camp'* d» 
fences and charging the enemy.

clip Into my rifle and stopped running long enough 
to send every bullet into the treacherous crowd, then 
I ran for my life. As I leaped over the piles of goods 
we had arranged as a permanent breastworks one 
of the Oman boys drove viciously at we with hit 
knife but missed me, and then, seeing who it was, 
would have fallen on the ground at my feet if I nae 
permitted him. Tolliver was having a hard job get- 
tin- the proper ammunition distributed. Thank out 
stars the deserters had left with only a few charge: 


The" juncture between the attacking party and thi 


deserters was an unfortunate manoeuvre for them, ai 
it broke the force of the raid long enough for us t< 
get started into really effectual firing and we mad« 
it so hot that the whole party with wild yells dasheo 
off to one side, and as it was now too dark to maki 
them out we stopped firing. 


Tolliver's Courage. 


The three men who had been at the otber entranc* 


had vanished. That left us nine men In camp against 
n possible fifty or sixty. Sighting the Remingtons to 
the exact range for the Abyssinlans and doing 'very 
careful work ourselves, Tolliver and I led off, making 
il hot for the band. They were not well enough armed 
to reply effectively, the best fire they had coming 
from my own men in their midst, and in ten minutes 
we had" driven them to cover completely. They «ould 
not shelter their animals among the rocks, and, though 
we disliked to put down such fine creatures, we began 
on them. That settled the matter. 
They saw their 


position was untenable and at a signal cry the wholp 
band dashed Into the open skirting the north side of 
the dry lake and vanished into the gorge whence they 
had come, with the loss of but one man. 


There was no question about what we must do. It 


was only a matter of time till they could finish us. 
Tolllver and I did not even consult. Picking our best 
animals and packing only expeditionary necessities w« 
abandoned everything else. 
"Shall we try to take the stuff?' said Tolltver, point-. 


Ing to the result of our work. 


"We certainly will," said I, and we did- 
In less than fifteen minutes after the last shot was 


fired we were off for the entrance to the other gorge. 
The Bedouins could not follow us and overwhelm us 
with their numbers without paying a heavy price for 
their victory. At the first sign of attack all we need 
do-was stand and,let them come on in slender column, 
the only way they could attack In/ the dry gorge. If 
they meant to harass us from above they would have 
to mount the cliffs and circle-the dry lake. The 
natural thing for them to do would be to follow along 
the cliffs until we were forced to camp in some spot 
where their circling raiding methods would be ef- 
fective. 
It was a niiscrablc flight, straight Into the very heart 


of the desert. We had taken all hands into council 
after we were safely started nnd the unanimous de- 
cision was that It was best to push a little to the 
north and strike the caravan route to Katal. The 
tribesmen wire of the opinion that since we had in- 
flicted so licnvya loss on the Nedjedans they would 
go to extremes for vengeance. - Also our arms, ani- 
mals, the gold and matrices would make tree loot. 


The first day I had a bhd riding fall among the 
rocks and dislocated my felt shoulder. Tolllver nnd 
one of the Abyssinians got It back, but the suffering 
in conjunction with the heat was something frightful. 


The second day we made dry camp out on the un- 


dulating waste of sand- between two low clamps ol

About midnight came the expected attack nnd It wns

Coming as near as they dared 
to come without drawing our fire, nine distinct groups 
separated one by one and circling up took up positions 
to the west and north, the last one even being In the 
northeast. 


At a signal, shrilled from the centre, each little 


Iroop of about ten men dashed down on the camp. It\ 
is needless to say that we could not fire on all of them 
nor, worn out as we were, could we keep our heads 
and nerves steady enough to concentrate on one group. 
Our lire was very ineffective and when they were near 
enough they poured In a hail of slugs and bullets. ID 
two minutes' time one of the blacks aud one of the 
Omaiis were badly wounded. Tolliver had a rip down 
his thigh aud several of the animals were disabled. 
Suddenly Ben Matoulous cried out that he saw Rose- , 
bud, at least recognized his horse. Tolllver caught 
up his rifle once more and, following the dragoman'.•« 
finger, made out the Hasan. The rifle cracked and 
Rosebud threw up his arms and rolled off over his 
horse's lilps. 


As the groups concentrated they began to feel our 


fire and at a signal they whirled nnd galloped back to 
their former posts. 
In an hour they repeated the 


manoeuvre, and this time they got two more of us 
and I had a half spent ball buried in the muscles of 
my bad shoulder. Things looked very bad indeed 
when suddenly there was excitement on their right, e 
grand shift of front and Ben Matoulous pointed out a 
large body of men approaching from the southeast.

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WEATHER OBSERVATIONS ON FARMS 
A Common Thermometer, Properly, Sheltered Very Use- 


ful In Ascertaining Weather Conditions. 


By Dewey A- SeeJey. 


Realizing • his 
dependence' upon 


Weather conditions, the farmer should 
know -what warmth of soil is necessary 
to start germination and the amount 
or heat and moisture required later to 
bring the crop to successful maturity. 
Beginning with this knowledge, the 
need of actual observations through 
the use of accurate Instruments fol- 
lows In natural sequence, that he may 
be able to determine how nearly the 
weather conditions experienced 
are 


measuring up to the Ideal. 


Sacft records cannot be made, how- 


ever, without the aid of good Instru- 
ments,, since the senses are more or 
leas unreliable as weather recorders. 
Even out-of-door workers are often 


Thermometer Shelter and Ratal Gnage. 


misled regarding the temperature of 
the air or-the amount of rainfall dur- 
ing a shower. Some days seem warm 
when the thermometer reads compara- 
tively low,'and others cool, although 
the temperature may be much higher. 
The thermometer alone can be de- 
pended upon to give the true tempera- 
ture. 
No matter how good a thermometer 


may be. it.will not indicate the true 
temperature of the air unless it is 
properly exposed. The variations in 
temperature reported by neighbors In 


discussing how cold or how w»nn It 
was at a given .time are more fre- 
quently due to lack of uniformity In 
the exposure of the Instruments than 
to errors' in the instruments them- 
selves or to actual difference In tem- 
perature at the various locations. 


In a proper exposure the thermom- 


eter should be protected from the di- 
rect rays of. the sun as well as from 
the reflected heat of pavements,-walls, 
etc., and at the same time should 
receive a free circulation of air all 
around It. 
If the sun shines upon 


the thermometer, the glass portions 
and the mercury a: i heated above the 
temperature of the surrounding air. 
In the same way the Heat from the 
ride of a building or from the surface 
of the ground may make the ther- 
mometer warmer than the free air. _ 


The best place to expose a thermom- 


eter Is in the center of a slat-sided 
box, two or three feet on a side, with 
a door opening to the north and hav- 
ing a double roof with an air spac.e be- 
:ween, as shown In the Illustration. 


In case such a shelter cannot be se- 


cured or constructed, the next best ex- 
posure is on tho north wall of a build- 
ing where the instrument will b« pro- 
tected as much as possible from the 
sun's rays and from the heat of sur- 
rounding objects!

the farmers and the nations. 


But the value of. the roads .would 


be greatly reduced If the bridges were 
not equally enduring, and the main- 
tenance of these bridges would b» 
quite an Item if expensive repairs were 
necessary at frequent intervals, as In 
the case of old iron bridges, not to 
mention renewals. 


In England nineteen-twentleths of 


the bridges are of stone, and the far- 
mers and gardeners can market the 
products of their 
farms, orchards, 


vineyards, gardens and dairies in any 
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situation can be largely controlled. 


When a swarm Issues, It usually first 


settles on a limb of a tree or bush near 
£he apiary. It was formerly common 
to make a noise by beating pans or 
ringing bells in the belief that this 
causes the swarm to settle.

shaken oft into a box or basket on a 
pole and hived. If the bees light on 
the trunk of a tree or in some Inac- 
cessible place, they can flrst be at- 
tracted away by a comb, preferably 
containing unsealed brood. In these 
manipulations It IB not necessary to 
get all the bees, but If the queen Is 
not with those which are put In the 
hlv'e the begs will go into the air 
again and join the cluster. 


It Is desirable- early In the season, 


before any preparations are made for 
swarming, to go through the apiary 
and clip one wing of each queen so 
that If a swarm Issues the queen can- 
not fly and the bees can be easily re- 
turned to the old stand. This should 
be done before the hive becomes too 
populous. 
It Is perhaps best to clip 


queens as they 'are Introduced, but

of one of bis scientific appearing machines. His eyes

Slicing Up Coal.

A SUBSTITUTE FOR COFFEE. 


-f-HB Introduction of coffee into Europe is of com- 
I paratively ancient date, but it did not come into 


general use till toward the eighteenth century. 


Before that period, however, warm infusions were 
made with various kinds of grain, which nre still 
used in certain regions, and a 1 tempi s are even uiado 
from time to time to exploit these on a commercial 
scale under different names. 


At present for this particular purpose hardly any- 


thing is used but "Cichnrium intybus." or cblccory, 
and "Ltipinus augustlfollus," or lupine, an indige- 
nous leguminous plant. But while the use of chiccory 
roots is very prevalent the use of lupine is generally 
unknown. 


The "coffee" lupine, says I he llCvue Scientifique, is 


especially cultivated iu Britlaiiy. There, iu most ...I 
the village*-and even in the towns, the brown and 
more or less aromatic liquid offered for consumption is 
only coffee in name. The merchants and villagers pos- 
sessing a few plants of lupine believe in good faith 
they are coffee plants. 
Only the more instructed 


among them give the beverage th.-y obtain from U the 
name of "caf<5 de jarflin." 


This pretended coffee is in reality only a variety of 


'••ue lupine. » hardy annual leguminous plant with 
thick roots, llsht colored loaves and generally blue 
Bowers. Iw fruit is a port, ripening about, the month 
ur AUSUSL and containing ou afi average four or 
live beans, fairly large and almost round, but slightly 
,-uiitciicd cm two sUUs. These :.rr yellowish white. 
a-it.ii bluisu or grayish stripes interspersed with lighter 
spots 
Each plant may yield from eighty to a hundred 


beaus, or about ton grammes of seed. They are sub- 
milled to a drying process which is slow and rather 
difficult. But when it is w.ill done the dry lupine may 
be kept for several years. 


To make a beverage lluv beans are roasled, t.hen 


crushed and infused with boiling water. The liquor 
they yield is bitter, with a certain aroma only slightly 
developed and difficult to define, while its flavor con- 
veys merely a vague suggestion of coffee. 
Tt is trim 


ihnt the. frequent, addition of -brandy, of which far too 
abundant use is made in Brittany, renders the. eon-

fusion considerably easier. 
In somo cases lupine is 


mixed with coffee In the same way as cliiceory. 


The^iropprties of lupine, to what, these are due and 


what is exactly Its value as a stimulating beverage are 
not precisely known, but. at. any rate it is certain that 
"garden coffee" is both consumable and consumed, an.l 
(or this reason Its study Is Intorestinj;.

ALCOHOL AND MOUNTAINEERING. 
•|-HE results of au inquiry, as to the habits and ex- 
| perience of members of Alpine clubs in respect 


of alcohol were published some lime ago by Dr. 


L. Schnyder. of Berne, and an English translation 
has now been issued in a pamphlet bearing the odd 
alliterative title "Alcohol und Alpinism." The infor- 
mation it contains will possess some interest both 
for those who are devoted to the pastime of moun- 
taineering and for those who arc in doubt ns to the 
value of alcoholic beverages in fatigue. 


The work is based upon thc answers givcu to a 


series of questions addressed by the author in 1903 
to 1,200 members of Alpine clubs. Of those who re- 
plied to thc queries IS per cent stated that they con- 
sumed alcoholic beverages habitually, 72 per cent 
that they carried some form of alcoholic llqupr in 
case of need, 44 per cent that they were unfavorable 
to and 56 per cent that they were more or less favor- 
able to the use of alcohol in mountain climbing. 


The habits of Swiss guides In the matter of alcohol 


must lie a continual source of wonderment to their 
patrons. Nearly all take alcohol while at their work. 
some n good deal more than seems wholesome. They 
have, too, a whole code of rules, a sort of folk medicine 
about the sort of wine which should be taken and 
when. White wine is refreshing, they say, by which, 
apparently, they mean a good thirst quencher, which 
is hardly the Britisher's experience; red wine is better 
ns a restorative in fatigue, brandy to give courage at a 
pinch, while hot red wine Is a cure for nearly all tiie 
minor illnesses. 


But one may observe that when the wine has to he, 


paid for by themselves, and not their employers, UI?T ' 
will go long distances mid endure much fatigue with- 
out touching it. 


As a substitute for alcohol the following substances 


are suggested by various Alpinists:—Fruits, fresh or 
dried; pure water, lemonade, -tea, coffee, cocoa and 
kola. 


The deductions which Dr. Sclinydei- draws from the 


answers he received arc:—(1) That alcohol should 
never be taken before or at the commencement of a. 
climb with the object, of increasing the climber's 
strength; ('2} that nlcohol shmdrl be prescribed during 
the effort of climbing: (3) that alcohol hi moderation is 
useful to lessen tho sense of fatigue, to encourage, the 
appetite or toilet as a merlleal stimulant to the. heart 
and nervous system. 


On the whole, the general outcome of the inquiry 


seems to be that alcohol, though best loft alone, as a 
beverage, may be. use.fnl as a restorative, and that the 
wise mountaineer Is he who always indulges in It with 
great moderation and only at times when the ffltlgue 
induced by work laboriously accomplished cries out for 
relief.—Lancet.
